THE-WINDOM INQUIRY. 

Wasninoton, D. C., May 29. — The Bonded 
Spirits bill investigation began thie morning 
with the examination of Maj. Thomas, of Louis- 
ville. He detailed at some length the processes 
in use in Kentucky ia the manufacture of 
whisky, and also the methods employed in maxk- 
ing highwines, and explained the difference in 
the products of the two modes of manufacture.

PirrssurG, Pa., May 2.—Quite a furry was 
caused here by Senator Don Cameron's threat 
that unless the Repubiican man urers ral- 
lied to the support of the Stalwart ticket he 
would devote the balance of his Senatorial term 
to defeating tariff measures.

The United Preebyteriaus and Instru- 
mental Music in the Church. 
Snectal Dispatch to The Uhicaoo Tribune. 

MonMmouUTH, III., May 20.—The General Assem- 
bly of the United Presbyterian Church resumed 
its labors this morning. The after oon session, 
at which the consideration of the instrumental- 
music question hud been made the special order, 
was most interesting. Long before 2 
o'clock the large audience-room of the 
Second Church was filled to overflow- 
ing be members of the assembly and visitors 
lu anticipation of debate on the all-absorbing 
quesuon of overtures. There were old fathers 
in the Church, hoary-headed and bent with the 
weight of years, who bad come from New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Ohio to do what they could 
against the tearing down of the old barriers 
and foundations of the faith. Moth- 
ers in Israel there were, whose 
presence testified their deep interest in the 
question. The most eminent divines of the 
church, too, were known to be pitted against 
each other on the quesd%. Some ot these have 
issued pamphiets on one side. and others have 
discussed the overture through the columns of 
the religious press. 

Promptly at 2 o’clock the assembly was called 
to order and opened with prayer by the Mod- 
erator, Dr. Paul. After preliminary motions, 
the special order of exercises was reached, 
Before entering upon a discussion of 
the perplexing question a psalm was 
sung by the assembly, and a 
prayer was offered by Dr. James Brown. Ma- 
jority and minority reports of the Committee 
on Bills and Overtures were then heard, and the 
first resciution of 

THE MAJORITY REPORT 

taken up. which reads: That the essembly 

hereby ratifies the decision of the presbyteries, 

and deciares Sec. 5, Art. 2, Chap. 3 of the Direct- 
ory for Worship repealed.” 

Dr. Harper, of Xenia, O., leader and pampb- 
leteer of the opposition, moved an amendment 
so as to discuss the first quesnon whether the 
overture had a clear constitutional majority of 
votes in the presbyteries. 

The amendment was accepted. 

Dr. Harper then discussed this phase fo over 
half an hour. The first reason against déciar- 
ine the overture carried was that the re- 
port showed ei votes for and 62% against, 
and nine non liquet or silent votes. The latter. 
he thought, should be counted against, and so 
the overture lacked half a vote of being a ma- 
jority of all the votes ln the presbyteries. The 
second objecvon was because votes had been 
counted in the affirmative which should have 
been counted in the negative. He 
said it was 11 matter of common 
fame that at least ten congregations bad viola- 
ted this rule of the churches, bad cast twenty 
votes in favor of the change, and wanted to 
know, if courts should submit to criminals, 
whether the law under which they might be in- 
dicted should be repeaied. Another reason was, 
two votes bad been cast in favor of the 
overture by ministers who had since gone over 
to the Presbyterian Church. 

Dr. Harper is one of the profeseors in the 
Theological Seminary at Xenia, O., and is 
looked upon as the bead and front ot 
THE OPPOSITION TO INSTRUMENTAL MUSIC. 

He was followed by the Kev. J. A. Grier, of Lo- 
cust Hill, Fa., a young man of remarkable force, 
who showed from exhaustive statistics of the 
former assemblies and overtures that the cus- 
tom had been not to count non liquet votes. 
He referred to the election of Kerr as 

Congress over Blaine by 

a majority only of those 

voting, while the House consisted of 24 mem- 

bers. He showed that the hotly-contested over- 

tures in the bistory of the assembly. such aa the 

revision of psaims and repealing of the law 

against — 3 of a deceased wite's sister, had 

been decided by a majority of the votes cast, 

and after as many as 500 non liquet votes had 
been passed by. 

Dr. Kerr, of Pittsburg, who is recognized as 
one of the leading divines of the Church. and 
who bas the appearance of a Koman Senator, 
with remarkable features and commanding 
presence, next spoke. He thought it would 
not take long to decide this ques- 
tion. His brother, Dr. Harper, tad probably 
said all that could be said in opposition. If 
his pamphiets against the measure could not 
convince the Church the speaker was sure that 
nothing could. There was only one side to the 
question of non liquet votes. They were simply 
no votes. What the assembly wanted of the clerks 
of presbyteries was votes for and against the 
measure, and not a roll of membership. To co 
behind the returns was the sume thing as the 
assembly going down to the presbyteries and 
compelling each mewber to vote nolens volens. 
Besides, the vote or overture of 1,233 was nearer 
a whole vote of the Church than bad ever been 
obtained before. Dr. Kerr then showed 


THE ABSURDITY OF DR. HARPER’S POSITION 


that any measure to carry the required ma- 
jority of all the votes in the Church by referring 
to the fact t the very rule under considera- 
tion bad been carried years ago by a vote only 
of 266—iess than one-half of the votes in the 
Church. If Dr. Harper's position was true, the 
rule was never legally adopted, and the assem- 
bly might adjourn and conyregations pay no at- 
tentiun to it. 

Dr. Mehbard, reader of thezminority report, 
tried to back up Dr. Harper's position without 
much success. 

Dr. J. P. Sankey, of Rochester. N. V., replied 
to the reference about criminals who 

violated the church 

amending the rule. 
which appellation he _ did like, 
came from his presbytery. He thought that, as 
Dr. Harper bad supposed a case such as if the as- 
sembly had come to vote on repealing the 
shorter catechism, and there were 1.187 non- 
uquet votes and 2 votes for and 1 against repeal- 


THE TWO MIGHT CARRY THE REPEAL. 
The speaker would remark that it repeaiing of 
the shorter catechism were before the assembiy 
today no one could vote to repeal it, because 
every member there bad violated it, and by Dr. 
— yl position on the criminal question they 
would all be criminals. 

This brought down the house, and, after some 
remarks by Dr. Balon in opposition to the 
amendment, the assembly with prayer ad- 
journed. The overture question will be dis- 
cused Tuesday again, and the merits 
of the question proba bl reached. 
Several members are understood to 
have posted themselves on the legal aspects of 
the question, and will enguge in the discussion 
tomorrow backed up by decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court and McCrary un 
elections.

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The Conference Between Em- 
ployers and Employes Ends 
in a Disagreement, 


Tomorrow Will Probably See the 
Closing of Most of the 
Mills. 


Termination of the Great Strike of 
Mill Operatives at Muske- 
gon, Mich. 


Compositors on a Louisville Paper Knock 
Off Because of Non-Receipt of 
Money Due, 


Prospect of a General Strike Among 
the Iron and Steel Workers in the 
West, 

A strike compared to which the labor demon- 
Strations which have occurred within the last 
two months are but cbild’s play is threatened in 
the fron and steel manufacturing trades, and 


there is only too much reason to believe that the 


contlict cannot be avoided. For several weeks 
there nas been au uneasy feeling in the iron and 
steel trade, and fears of diflicuity have bedu eu- 
tertained. The Pittsburg workmen have been 
agitating the wages question, but after frequent 
conferences with their employers have not yet 
succeeded in settling it. 

Yesterday a meeting of great importance to 
Cupital and labor, and especially to those con- 
nected with the iron and steel manufacture of 
the United States, was held at the Briggs House. 
It took the shape of a conference between a 
committee of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron and Steel Workers of the Fourth District. 
and representatives of the several irou and steel 
manufactories embraced within that district, 
which extends from Detroit, Mich., to Spring- 
fleid, III., and includes the C.. an and Michigan 
mills. The discussion wuich was had related 
to bar-iron and steel alone, f did not touch 
the question of puddling; but i: & believed that 
unless an adjustment is arrived at, which at 
present seems to be impossible. every man con-

Those present at the conference on behalt of 
the manufacturers were John C. Parke, W. V.

The conference was calied to order at lia. 
m., when Mr. J. C. Parks was chosen for Presi- 
dent and Mr. Van Alstvae for Secretary.

DEMANDS OF THE MEN. 2 


At the morning session the representatives of 
the workmen presented their demands, which 
were for a scale of wages arranged on the same 
basis as that presented to the manufacturers of 
Arnage | and not yet upon dy 
them. This contemplates an increase over the 
tiguresof last year of about 10 per cent all round, 
and the workmen claimed that in view of the 
acknowledged increase in the cost of living this 
would be only fair. The manufacturers replied 
that, considering the present low price of iron 
and the probability that even lower figures 
would rule, no such advance could be accorded. 
These prelimioaries having been settled, an ad- 
journment was taken until 3 p. m. 

At that hour the conference wus resumed and 
remained in session until 7:30 p. m. 
manufacturers urs asked for an en- 
tensian of time, p to keep 
on at the old rates until the Pittsburg 
scale, which practically decides everything, 
should be upon. This proposition. the 
representatives of the workmen deciined. The 
men then ed to consider the proposed 
scale. The workmen demanded an increase of 50 
cents per ton — 4 —— but this the manu- 
tacturers decli to con and the vwork- 
meu, after a private conference, decided not to 
insist. The workmen then presented 


A SERIES OF RESOLUTIONS, 


embodying the proposed Pittsburg scale, but 
the bonses were willing only to promise to pay 
what might be determined upon at Pittsburg 
and would not accept the scale tendered. The 
resolutions were laid on the table and the fol- 
loom was adopted: 

Resolved, That the committee of the Amaica- 
mated Assoviation and that of the manufactur- 
ers bere present will join in the effort to bring 
about a joint meeting of delegates frum li the 
lodges in that part of the West interested in the 
Pittsburg scale of wages, together with repre- 
seatatives of all the manufacturers in the same 
district, said meeting to be held as soon as prac- 
ticable, to consider the matter of wages to be 
paid in all the districts represented. 

The meeting then adjourned sine die. The 
general feeling was that an adjustment was im- 
possible and t astrike must follow. One of 
the workmen delegutes salli that the strike 
would be inaugurated Wed morning. and 
would include over 100.000 men. At Cincionati 
the advance asked had been accorded, and the 
milis there would continue in operation. Else- 
where thruugh the West all the men would 
strike. He thought the outlook was serious, but 
claimed the men had not veen given a fair show. 
The conference was conducted in the best possi- 
bie spirit, but the manufacturers had the larg- 
est representation, and had matters all their 
own way from the start. He believed the men 
would stick together and that they would gain 
their point. 

Mr. Van Alstyne, when asked at the ciose of 
the conference tor information, said that there 
was no hope of a settlement. This means 
war,“ be said, “and we cannot help it, for we 
cannot give what is asked of us. All overtures 
looking to a compromise have failed.” All de 
could furnish the reporters was the synopsis of 
the meeting given above.

THERE was a biz decline yesterday in the 
price of cattle at the Union Stock-Yards in 
this city. It averaged about half a cent per 
pound, live weight, which corresponds to a 
reduction of much more than that in the 
price of dressed beef. The direct reason 
was the fact of much larger receipts. The 
arrivals were about dou ble those of any day 
in last week, including nearly 5,000 head 
of Texans alone. There was no consider- 
able increase in the receipts of fat cat- 
tle, but that grade declined sharply, as a 
result of the greater supply of poorer stock. 
The New York market remained firm, from 
which it is inferred by some that there will 
probably be no further decline here, unless 
the arrivals of the future, should much ex- 
ceed present expectation. Prices have been 
so high, however, that there is plenty of 
room for a reaction if the cause of that for- 
titude be partly removed. The cause was a 
smalisupply in proportion to the demand, 
The greater plenty of grass feed ought to 
make a material difference to the market in 
this important respect. 
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Tue conference yesterday between the 
iron and steel manufacturers of the West and 
the association representing the iron and 
steel workers resulted in a failure to agree 
upon the increase of wages demanded by 
the workmen. The proposition of the employ- 
ers to defer action until a decision has been 
reached upon the same question in the Pitts- 
burg district was rejected, and the conference 
terminated without any advance toward ad- 
justment of the difficulty. A general strike 
of the iron and steel workers throughout the 
country, involving the complete suspension 
of manufacturing operations in that line and 
the cessation of work by about 100,000 men, 
is anticipated as a result of this failure to 
reach an agreement. The manufacturers 
profess to be if@a favorable position to sus- 
pend production, as they are already over- 
loaded with stocks of manufactured goods 
for which th@re is no demand. The present 
stage of prices renders the payment of in- 
creased wages an impossibility. The work- 
men have obviously chosen the worst possi- 
ble time for their own interests to make 
their demand, and the most favorable time 
for the einployers to refuse it. ‘ 


A GREAT DAY IN THE HOUSE. 

Yesterday was a great day in the Lower 
House of Congress. Men who have been in 
Washington for many years said that they 
had never seen the galleries so crowded dur- 
ing a regular session of the House. The 
seats on the floor also were filled as they sel- 
dom are. The Republicans had present and 
voti 144 out of a total strength of 148, 
Six Greenbackers and two Readjusters 
voted with, them. The presence of a 
quorum when all the Democrats refrained 
from voting and the Republican majority 
was so small was a remarkable thing. 
It was not accomplished without personal 
sacrifices. Russell Errett, of Pennsylvania, 
who had a severe fall last week, was led into 
the House with his face swathed in 
bandages. Mason, of New York, who is des- 
perately ill, sat at his desk in great pain, but 
responded manfully whenever his name was 
called. The absentees were Valentine of 
Nebraska, whose wife is ill, Lindsey of 
Maine, who is a confirmed invalid, Ritchie 
of Ohio, who was necessarily absent, and 
Tom Young of Cincinnati, who is the only 
Republican who has deliberately remained 
away from his post of duty in these trying 
times without a good excuse. 

It was a great day, also, on account of the 
debate and the men who took part in it. The 
importance of the subject can scarcely be 
overestimated. The ruling gives the major- 
ity, whenever it has a quorum present, the 
right to amend the rules. The majority 
might tomorrow, if it saw fit, upset the com- 
plicated system of calendars which Ran- 
dall invented to prevent the transac- 
tion of business. Henceforth the major- 
ity may do anything and everything it 
pleases if it has a quorum of its 
own present. The Republicans have filibus- 
tered in their time, but never against the 
right of a quorum to proceed with business. 
The Democrats sought to add one more bad 
precedent to the evil practices which have 
grown up in successive Congresses. They at- 
tempted to defeat consideration ofan impor- 
tant measure by dilatory motions when a 
quorum of members in favor of it were pres- 
ent and ready to proceed. This was an in- 
tolerabie abuse of the privileges of the mi- 
nority. The majority were justified in going to 
the extreme limits of their powers to assert 
their rights. They did use all their powers, 
and they prevailed. 

Reed, of Maine, stated the whole case in 
favor of his point of order—that dilatory mo- 
tions could not be entertained on a motion to 
amend the rules—in fifteen minutes. Noth- 
ing was said in the five hours of debate that 
followed which added to or detracted from 
the force of the propositions originally laid 
down by him. The rulings of Speaker Blaine 
and Speaker Randa!! on this point were con- 
clusive, and behind and above them 
ali was the common-sense view that 
the rules themselves could not be in- 
voked to prevent’ any amendment 
of them by a majority vote. ‘The constitu- 
tional right of the House to make its own 
rules cannot be abrogated by the rules them- 
selves. That the presence of a majority of 
all the members constitutes a quorum to do 
business is a constitutional principle that 
cannot be gainsaid. The right of the House 
to determine the election, qualifications, and 
returns of its own members isa third propo- 
sition which completes the case. Reed made 
these points clearly, torcibly, and concisely. 
He was sustained in able speeches by Kasson, 
Haskell, Robeson, Hazelton, and Robinson 
of Massachusetts. The last named clear- 
ly showed that if the majority had 
not the powers claimed for it Congress 
might as well disband and go home Ifa 
minority of one-fifth may absolutely control 
the business of the House, so far as to decide 
what shall not be considered, there is no 
power residing in the majority torule. Itis 
at the mercy of a factious minority. The 
replies of the Democrats to these séveral 
speeches were good specimens of special 
pleading and pettifogging. But they were 
overinatched at all points. It is doubtful if 
they believed themselves what they said 

The Speaker closed the scene in a long, 
written opinion prepared beforehand, which 
was not remarkable for clearness of thought 
or style. It was, however, stifliciently plain, 
when he had finished, that the point of or 
der was sustained.

WHAT THE MAJORITY OWES TO THE 
MINORITY 


The Republican party has reason to be 
grateful to the Democrats in the House of 
Representatives for the effort to prevent the 
consideration of the Mackey-O’Connor elee- 
tion case. It is true the Democrats consumed 
eight precious days in senseless measures of 
obstruction. But those days were not wholly 
wasted. They prepared the House and the 
country for the stern measures of reform 
which they invited and compelled. The ob- 
stinacy of the minority had another effect 
which was not aoticipated. It united 
the Republicans in the House. When the fili- 
bustering began the majority seemed to bea 
disorganized mob, without leadership or disci- 
pline, made up of discordant elements, and 
liable at any time to divide into warring fac- 
tions. Democratic foolishness transformed 
this straggling and uncertain majority in one 
week into the compact, harmonious, and suc- 
cessful organization which yesterday for 
eight hours steadily maintained a quorum of 
its own members in the House and subdued 
filibustering on election cases now and for- 
ever. The splendid discipline exhibited by 
the Republicans yesterday was due to the 
revolutionary proceedings of the Democrats, 
who sought to deny to the majority the right 
to control the business of the House, and in 
so doing assailed the fundamental ideas on 
which our Government is based. 

The Republicans owe another debt of 
gratitude to the Democrats for the promi- 
nence they have given the Mackey-O’Connor 
case itself. In the history of free institu- 
tions there never has been a more outra- 
geous perversion of the suffrage than is 
presented in this case. If it had been dis- 
cussed merely as a matter of routine in the 
House, the facts might have been partly 
overlooked or half understood. Now they 
will have a discussion that will fully reveal 
the extent of the villainy practiced in the 
South at National elections. 

It can no longer be pretended that the 
Democratic party as a whole disapproves or 
is not responsible for the election frauds 
committed in the Southern States. The 
Democrats of the House have proclaimed 
their responsibility for these frauds. They 
deny the right of the majority in the House 
to consider the cases on their merits. They 
abdicate their judicial functions, and declare 
that, right or wrong, before a bearing has 
been had, they are for sustaining the bull- 
dozers and ballot-box stuffers. They have 
imported the dectrine of minority rule into 
their own party, and sought to impose it 
upon the House. The minority, by aid 
of the tissue-ballots, pretends to elect Rep- 
resentatives in the South, and the minority 
in the House has attempted to continue and 
sanctify the crimes by which these alleged 
members hold their seats. If the minority 
had succeeded in this contest the certificate 
of the Governor of a State would have been 
a conclusive title to a seat in the House. 
The Lower House of Congress would have 
lost its right to decide the election returns 
and qualifications of its own members. 
There would have been nothing to prevent 
forty men thus elected by fraud and holding 
certificates of election of Southern Govern- 
ors from postponing consideration of their 
own cases indefinitly. The House would 
have been at the mercy of one-fifth of its 
members, not only in election cases but in 
all other cases. The mere statement of the 
proposition is a reductio ad absurdum. 

There had to be a way out of such a di- 
lema. That way was found in a proposition 
to amend the rules, on which the Speaker 
properly decided dilatory motions were not 
in order. So the rules were amended, dil- 
atory motions on the consideration of con- 
tested election cases were prohibited, the 
Mackey-O’Connor case was called up, and 
the discussion of it must proceed until 
Mackey is seated. The majority has tri- 
umphed. It has asserted its right and 
proved its fitness to rule. It has stood by 
the principles of a free ballot and a fair 
co aut at the cost of some self-denial, and 
with great fortitude and constancy. It has 
not only brought Mackey through and re- 
buked the shameless frauds by which he was 
cheated out of his seat, but it has estab- 
lished a new procedure for other cases, and 
and so has won a double victory. For all 
this, we say, the Republicans of the House 
and the country are much indebted to the 
studied folly and blind fury of the Demo- 
cratic minority. 
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THE SPOILS SYSTEM IN NEW YORK, 


The President's visit to New York just at 


this time, when events are shaping them- 
selves with reference to the State election, is 
generally regarded as having a political sig- 
nificance. ‘There seems to be considerable 
uncertainty, however, as to the course which 
he is likely to adopt. There is only one 
point upon which all conjectures agree, and 
that is an intention to use the Government 
offices after a fashion that will produce the 
best results for Mr. Arthur’s control over 
New York politics and with reference to his 
candidacy for a second term. To this end itis 
said that he will endeayor to conciliate the 
various factions by some satisfactory divis- 
ion ofthe spoils ; on the other hand, his ac- 
tion in regard to the Albany appointments 
would indicate a purpose to throw all his 
influence to the “ regulars,”’ or ** Stalwarts,’’ 
by which terms the Grant-Conkling faction 
prefers to be known. 

The Albany appointments which were 
made recently were as much a defiance of 
all the principles of civil-service reform as 
were the Pennsylvania appointments, which 
were made at the dictation of Senator Cam- 
eron. Ralph P. Lathrop, Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, and William N. S. Sanders, 
Surveyor of Customs, were removed to make 
way for James W. Bentley and John A. 
Luby respectively. Both the retired officers 
were faithful and efficient in their official 
duties, but were not sufficiently pliable to 
machine influences. The new men were ap- 
pointed at the instance of John F. Smyth 
and Andrew S. Draper, two of the machine 
managers who went on to Washington to se- 
cure places for them. The New York Trib- 
une says of these two politicians: 


Mr. Smyth's career as Superintendent of la- 
surance was of such a nature that a Senate con- 
trolied by the party to which he bei d ro- 
fused to contirm his reappointment. Mr. Draper, 
who was a member of the last Assewbiy, made 
himself so odious to bis constituents by his 
brazen defiance of their wishes during the Sen- 
atorial canvass, in which be voted steadily for 
the return of Messrs. Conkiing and Platt, that 
he was ignuominivusly defeated in his canvass 
for reGiection in a district which bas over 2,000 
Republican majority. These are the two men 
both under the ban of their party for good and 
sufficient cause, who have the ear of the Presi- 
dent, and at whose solicitation largely be has 
made the nominations under consideration. 


These are plain statements, which would 
certainly not be made unless they were 
founded on fact, and they are not of a char- 
acter to denote any special fitness in either 
Mr. Smyth or Mr. Draper to advise the Pres- 
identas to New York appointments. The 
same journal’s description of Bentley and 
Luby, the new appointees, is not any more 
favorable. It says: 


They bave both been known for years simp! 
as the pliant tools of Smyth, ever ready to — 
a caucus or perform any other piece of dirty po- 
litical work that he might require at their hands. 
Both of them had a hand in the dastardly plot 
which resulted in notorious snap primaries 
ot 1880, by which a Grant deiegation was secured 
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It is impossible to understand how a policy 
of conciliating the New York factions can 
succeed through such appointments as these 
are described to be. Messrs. Bentley and 
Luby will not be any the less machine-work- 
ers in office than they were before they got 
office; and Messrs. Smyth and Draper will 
not have less influence over them by reason 
of having secured their appointment. Itcan- 
not reasonably be expected that the Liberal 
element of the Republican party which made 
the fight against bossism will approve of such 
appointments, even though they be offset by 
allowing other Garfield men to remain in 
office. The retention of Robertson, for in- 
stance, as Collector of the Port of New York 
will not reconcile the mass of Republicans to 
the strengthening of the machine in other 
places, especially if Robertson is to hold his 
position subject to conditions imposed by the 
machine. 

The fact is that the President of the United 
States ought to hold himself aloof from the 
local polities of New York State and every 
other section of the Union. The Govern- 
ment offices should not be used to strengthen 
one faction as against the other, nor even to 
carry out any policy of conciliating the vari- 
ous factions which is based upon a distribu- 
tion of patronage. If Messrs. Lathrop and 
Sanders, the Albany officials, were serying 
the Government well they should have been 
allowed to remain witirout reference to their 
sympathies with the Conkling faction, the 
Cornell faction, or the Liberals. If Messrs. 
Bentley and Luby are the kind of men de- 
scribed above they should not have been ap- 
pointed, even though there were vacancies 
that must be filled by new men; and certainly 
politicians like John F. Smyth and Andrew 
S. Draper ought not in any case to be ac- 
cepted by the President as political advisers, 
and much less acknowledged as office- 
brokers. 

The President’s interference in New York 
politics, and every manipulation of the Gov- 
ernment offices in that State for the purpese 
of advancing his own personal interests or 
those of his faction, cannot fail to be dama- 
ging to the welfare of the Republican party as 
well as the integrity of the public service, 
The best sentiment of the country demands 
the abandonment of the spoils system, which 
is carried to the most offensive extreme 
when it discriminates between factions as 
weil as parties. 


THE EGYPTIAN CRISIS. 

The Egyptian pot, which has been boiling 
so long, appears to have completely boiled 
over, with the prospect that the English and 
French bondholders may get severely scald- 
ed in their attempt to keep the lid down. 
The Egyptian trouble began with the advent 
of Araoi Bey upon the scene, and the present 
revolution, if we may call it such, is a mili- 
tary one, the result of dislike of the European 
control and determination to put the na- 
tional party in power. 

In his policy and in its execution Arabi 
Bey has shown himself a man of courage 
and of great ability, with a dash of cunning 
that is elevated into strategy by success. He 
ordered the convocation of the Chamber of 
the Notables and compelled the Ministry to 
ratify the order, although it was in viola- 
tion of the Constitution. His object in con- 
voking the Chamber was to procure the 
deposition of the Khedive, and, while the 
Chamber declined to carry out Arabi Bey’s 
wishes in this regard, the members strove to 
prevent the Khedive from breaking with the 
Ministry, who were only Arabi Bey’s tools. 
That Arabi Bey did not use the army and 
compel the Khedive to abdicate, which he 
could have done at any moment, was owing, 
as events now seem to indicate, to a secret 
understanding with Turkey. The rupture 
between the Ministry and Khedive soon 
occurred, and the former répudiated his au- 
thority and threatened his impeachment. 
Then quickly followed therupture between 
the Ministry and the European Control, 
and things began to look warlike. The 
Khedive, backed by England and France, 
and apparently by Turkey, declined to com- 
promise with his Ministers, who were next 
notified by France and England that Arabi 
Bey must be dismissed from his position as 
Minister of War. As Arabi Bey refused to 
submit the Ministry resigned and their resig- 
nations were accepted by the Khedive, The 
latter formally declared himself supreme 
commander of the army, but the impotence 
of his authority was shown by tne reply of 
the officers, who declared they would not 
recognize any ove but Arabi Bey, and de- 
manded his reinstatement immediately, 
which the Khedive at first refused. A tre- 
mendous pressure, however, was brought 
to bear upon him by the Chamber of Notables 
and representatives from almost every ciass of 
the people, who were menaced by the army. 
The Khedive in alarm acceded to their re- 
quests and reinstated Arabi Bey. and so in 
defiance of the peremptory order of England 
and France the army still rules Egypt. j and 
the Khedive is a mere puppet in Arabi Bey’s 
hands, 

That Turkey has been playing a double 
game there can be little doubt. She has di- 
rected the movements of the Khedive, skill- 
fully playing him into the hands of Arabi 
Bey and the army, to raise the pretext for in- 
tervention, after which it remains to be seen 
whether Egypt can be reconstrycted in a 
manner to suit English and French interests. 
The game has reached an exciting position. 
France and England have threatened the 
Porte with foreign intervention unless it 
compelled the Egyptian army to submit, 
which the Porte, as it now appears, has been 
directing for sometime. But can France and 
England make good their threat without a 
general European war? It is an ominous 
sign that Arabi Bey was reinstated with the 
tacit consent of the’ diplomatic agents of 
Germany, Austria, Italy, and Russia, and the 
action of these Powers must be taken into 
account whenever England and Frence shall 
take it upon themselves to depose Arabi Bey 
and compel the army to give up its” power. 
There is another important factor in the cal- 
culation of chances, and that is the possibili- 
tyof complete agreement between England 
and France. The London Standard in a recent 
article said: “Our Government has so 
managed matters that England cannot do 
what she thinks necessary, because France 
objects to its bemg done; and even when 
England has consented to do what France 
prefers, the approval of the other European 
Powers will have to be obtained, This is 
what the Kuropean concert has come to, so 
far as Egypt is concerned.” The reverse of 
this situation is equally significant. M. de 
Freycinet, in his speech on tiie Egyptian 
question, adhered to the concert with En- 
gland, but avowed his determination to main- 
tain “the particular and preponde - 
fluence” of France in Egypt, which leads 
the London Times to say: “In the same 
way, with the greatest respect for concert 
with France, we are bound to remember 
that such concert is chiefly valuable in so 
far as it may help us to maintain an influence 
which shall correspopd to the tacts that 
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Egypt is the gate of India and that we own 
five-sixths of the commerce passing through 
the canal.” While England and France are 
jealously watching each other, it would ap- 
pear that sly Turkey, by playing off the 
Khedive and Arabi Bey against each other, 
has come out master of the situation, for the 
present at least.

RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 

The bill for the appointment of a State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners was passed 
by the New York Legislature about the same 
time that the Commerce Committee of the 
National House of Representatives voted by 
12 to 2 not to report the Reagan bill for the 
regulation of inter-State commerce. These 
two important steps, apparently taken in op- 
posit directions, illustrate severally the pow- 
erful influence which the monopolists exert 
over legislative bodies. The New York Com- 
mission law was passed only after several

is feared may defeat the purpose at which it 
is aimed. The question of regulating the 
railroad commerce between States has also 
been before Congress several years, but the 
rejection of the Reagan bill in the committee 
is the only result of all the consideration and 
discussion this question has received. 

The bill passed by the New York Legisla- 
ture is one of the results of the Hepburn 
committee investigation which was begun 
in 1878. It nas been brought forward in three 
successive sessions, but until now has al- 
ways been defeated by the railroad lobby, 
and on one occasion under very suspicious 
circumstances. Last year the candidates of 
both parties were virtually pledged to sup- 
port a commission bill as a concession to 
the strong public sentiment. Pending the 
consideration of the bill at the recent ses- 
sion, a partisan struggle followed the at- 
tempt to determine the manner of appoint- 
ing the Commissioners. As the bill finally 
passed, the appointment is postponed till 
after the election of a new Governor, and it 
is provided that one of the Commissioners 
shail be a Republican, another a Democrat, 
and the third accepted by the Governor upon 


the concurrent nomination of the Executive 


Committees of the New York Chamber 
of Commerce, the Board of Trade and 
Transportation, and the Anti-Monopo- 
ly League. It is suggested that the 
limitation thus placed upon the Governor’s 
appointing power will be declared unconsti- 
tutional, and the operation of the law thus 
defeated altogether. If this apprehension 
shall prove to be unfounded, there are other 
conditions which are believed to be destruct- 
ive of the original purpose of the law. It is 
hinted, indeed, that the draft of the bill 
has been tampered with and that changes 
have been interpolated which shall either in 
duce the Governor to veto it or may defeat 
its usefulness in case he shall permit it to be- 
come a law. 

The rejection of the Reagan bill by the 
Commerce Committee of the National House 
of Representatives would not be a serious 
set-back to the cause of transportation re- 
formJf that bill had been condemned because 
it omitted to provide for a National Railroad 
Commission, and if it had been pushed aside 
to make room for a more practical measure. 
But the history of the Commerce Commit- 
tee’s proceedings and of the indifference to 
the whole subject in Congress warrints the 
conciusion that there is no intention to give 
the country any satisfactory substitute for 
the Reagan bill. It is prebable that no leg- 
islation will be passed by the present Con- 
gress to protect the public from extortion 
and discrimination by the railroads in their 
inter-State relations by any system of Na- 
tional supervision. If any action whatever 
shall be taken, it will be simply to provide 
for the appointment of a commission to ex- 
amine into the subject and report to Con- 
gress. This would postpone an effective 
remedy against the railroad abuses indefi- 
nitly, and the monopoly interests would be 
satisfied with that. course, just as the pro- 
tected high-tariff interests are satisfied with 
the commission scheme which has recently 
been adopted by Congress to delay a revision 
of the customs taxes. 

There is reason to fear that railroad in- 
fluence has proved to be more powerful than 
public sentiment both in the New York Leg- 
islature and the National Congress. 
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We have received by the last foreign 
mails the official text of the “Prevention of 
Crime (Ireland) bill,” which was inspired by the 
assasinations of Lord Cavendish and Secretary 
Burke. It is in four parts. The first part pro- 
vides for the appointment of a special com- 
mission court by the Lord-Lieutenant for the 
trial of persons charged with treason, murder, 
or mansiaughter, attempt to kill, personal vio- 
lence, arson, and attack on a dweiling house, 
and at the opden of the Lord-Lieutenant the 
court can try the case without a jury. The 
court is composed of three Judges of the Su- 
preme Judicature of Ireland, and any person 
convicted can appeal to all the Judges of the 
Supreme Judicature except the Lord Chancel- 
lor, whose Judgment is final. 

The second part of the bill recites the offenses 
against the act, and applies to all persons who 
use intimidation; who take part in aay riot or 
unlawful assembly ; who take possession of any 
bouse without the owner's permission or commit 
violence against person or officer of the law: 
who are members of unlawful associations, so- 
licit or receive money for their benefit or wear 
any badge indicating membership; who are 
present at any meeting of such associations: or 
who, in a proclaimed district, may be out before 
sunrise or after sunset except upoa lawful busi- 
ness. 

The third part is very sweeping in its pro- 
visions. It authorizes the arrest of all strangers 
found under suspicious circumstances; the sup- 
pression of newspapers which incite to the com- 
mission ot treason or any act of violence or in- 
timidation; the right of search for arms, ammu/¢ 
nition, papers, documents, instruments, or 
articles suspected or intended to be used for the 
purpose Of uniawful associations; and the re- 
enactment of the Alien act. It also empowers 
magistrates tosummon witnesses within their 
jurisdiction when an offense has been com- 
mitted, and to apprebend witnesses who are 
about to abscond; and the Lord- Lieutenant can 
add to the constabulary force as he deems prop- 
er in any district, and the district must pay the 
expense of such increase of force. 

The fourth part is made up of supplemental 
provisions and definitions, and provides that a 
person guilty of an offense against the act shall 
be liable, on summary conviction, to imprison- 
ment. with or without hard labor, for a term not 
exceeding six months, and that the act shall con- 
tinue iu force until the expiration of the three 
years next after the passage thereof. The act 
as a whole clothes the Lord-Lieutenant with 
almost absolute power, as it furtner authorizes 
him to issue from time to time such general or 
special orders as he may see fit in order to bring 
a suspected person before his courts. The whole 
machinery of the law is placed in his hands, with 
power to execute it according to the emergency 
of the situation. 

Ix a London court, on the 12thef May, 
was tried the case of Mrs. Bland, of Woolwich, 
who, while embarking at Brighton on a steam- 
boat, tripped up on the gangway over a con- 
cealed obstruction in the shape of a roll of 
tarpaulin cdteiesly left there, and seriously in- 
jured herself. Mrs. Bland brought a suit for 
compensatory and exemplary damages. During 
the examination of Dr. Butier, the medical wit- 
ness, Mr. Justice Denman asked him if he bad 
noticed the heeis of Mra. Bland's boots when he 
examined her, to which the witness answered 
that to the best of his belief they were reason- 
able. Mr. Justice Denman then said be asked 
the question because the absurdly bigu- heeled 
doots which were worn by ladies now seemed 
to be built on purpose to cause accidents, Were 
be a doctor, the first question he wouid ask, if a 
lady was brought to him suffering from a fall, 
would be, What were her boots lice?

Tue largest sale of tobaceo that has ever 
been made in this country, or perhaps in the 
world, was concluded several days ago in New 
York City between Sawyer, Wallace & Co., 
of No. 47 Broadway, and an Italian con- 
tractor representing the Italian Governmept 
Bureau or Tobacco Regie. In France, Austria, 
Italy, and Spain the tobacco business is a Gov- 
ernment monopoly, and the privilege of dealing 
in tobacco is given to contractors under the 
Regie upon the payment of a royalty to the 
Government, after which the contractors con- 
trol the business in the entire country. This 
representative of the Italian Regie purchased 
12.244 boesheads of leaf tobacco at the rate of 
$150 a hogshead; so that the bill amounted to

SIR ROBERT WALPOLE. 


Incurring a Queen's Enmity. 

Sheridan, in his i!fe of Swift, has brought to 
light a number of strange and curious incidents 
of court life and doings that might have re- 
mained in oblivion to the end of time but for 
his depth, and breadth, and pains of research. 
The following, which must have been news even 
to those well versed in the affairs of State, is 
worth repeating: 

Upon the accession of George II. to the throre 
it had been generally supposed that Sir Robert 
Walpole, who had served the late King as Prime 
Minister during the last six years of his life, 
would at once be selected by the new monarch 
for the same responsible office; and if there had 
been a little break in the matter of due in- 
stallment it was nothing more than might 
have been expected under the circumstances. 
But in truth such was not the fact. The King 
might have kept Walpole on if he bad been left 
to his own choice; but such was not the position. 
As everybody knew, Queen Caroline was the 
“power behind the throne” that moved the 
pieces when she was minded so to do; and she 
had determined that Robert Walpole should be 
crushed. 

And this was the reason: During the last year 
of the late King’s life there had come to be two 
antagonistic parties at court. The Duke of Sun- 
deriand led one party. while the other was ied 
by Walpoie. On a certain occasion Sunder- 
land’s party gained a decided victory, but 
very shortly thereafter Sir Robert conceived 
a plan by which they might be routed; 
and when be and his friends were met for con- 
suitation it was suggested that the Prince of 
Wales should be let into the secret. This Wal- 


| pole opposed at once, exclaiming, in his coarse, 


rougu manner: 

“If we tell the Prince, de will be sure to tell 
his wire; and that over-fed lump of fat im- 
vropriety will send the secret broadcast.”

Perhaps George 
knew in his heart t Ge had put away from bis 
councils the eee man in England who was quali- 
fied to guide him aright; but be could not bear 
up against the firm will of bis Queen. 

But, in a very brief space of time, the Court 
was electrified by the recall of the old Minister. 
What didit mean? Why bad the Kingso sud- 
deulw changed his mind? Nobody could teil, 
Yet, soit was. and stranger still, the Queen 
smiled upon Walpole once more, and gave to 
him her confidence. But Sheridan bas given us 
a solution of the mystery. 

We bave seen how alpole incurred Caro- 
line’s enmity. Well, the first movement of the 
new Queen upon assuming the high station was 
to look to it that Parliament made a — set- 
tlement u her. She expected it would not be 
less than £100,000 a year, but Sir Spencer Comp- 
ton would not listen to any such proposition. 
He considered 250,000 a great sufficiency, 
but, after a time, he so far relented as to 
grant ooo, but not a Sbilling more than 
that. Walpole saw the opportunity and seized 
it. Having among the ladies of the Queen's 
train a friend and confidant whom he could 
trust, be sent word by ber to her royal mistress 
that if be were Prime Minister the Queen of Eu- 
giand should have her settlement of £100,000 a 
year. Should she outlive the King, it should be 
paid to ber during ber lifetime.

“Go tell Sir Robert that that overfed lump of 
impropriety has forgiven him! 

n the very next day Sir Robert Walpole was 
recalied to the post of Prime Minister, while Sir 
Spencér Compton was sent to the Upper House 
with the title of Earl of Wilmington,

The sufferer was wholly .alone in the 
worid, bad a paralyzed arm, and was threatened 
witb blindness. only work which ber en- 
feebied condition permitted was in the way of 
knitting and makina artilicial flowers; by these 
two arta she could earn $l5annuaily.” Her 
whole available income was She appro- 
priated one-fourth of it for reading. Inher 
owa very jnteresting account of her life she 


says: 

‘In very cold speils I took a warm freestone 
and crawied into bed. I was too ill to work, and 
thus to do saved firewood. I would put mittens 
on my bands and read awhile,and when the 
room became too cold tor this, cover all up and 
think over what I bad read. This saved meina 
degree from enervating myself still further by 
fruitless poring over poverty and privations. 
As for food: “QOne-fourth pound ot meal, one 
cent: one-fourth pound of dried beans, one and 
a halt cents; two cents’ worth of salt pork—four 
and a baif cents in all—would support me a day 
and a half very well. This was my usual fare 
three days out of seven. Three cents’ worth of 
parley, boiled with two cents’ worth of butcher’s 
trimmings and three cents’ worth of potatoes, 
would make wholesome, nourishing food fortwo 
days and go along way toward supporting ex- 
istence. . ... made a considerable use of 
rice and baked fish. In cold weather, a pound 
of oatmeal cooked Monday would serve as des- 
sert turough the week. Sometimes! had a gift 
of milk, and then I feasted like an epicure. Now 
and then I bad some kind of a vegetabie, as a 
beet or a turnip, from time to time bougut a 
few cents’ worth of butchers’ scraps, more to

Whistier’s Dining-Room. 
Olive Logan's London Letter to Philaddphia Times. 

As was to be expected, be bas made his dining- 
room a charm to the eye. ‘be room is a study 
in blue and yellow. Nothing new in that com- 
bination, you will say. Ay, but such a strange 
blue is it which is here employed that it gives 
another character to the whoie colurmg. It is 
tbe blue of -ome eyes which we speak of as blue, 
and then are surprised to hear mentioned by 
anotber observer as gray, and on close examina- 
tion we fancy we find a dark green tinge there. 
Pound the biue-bail used in the family 
wash with a seaweed just cast up on the 
Atlantic beach, and you will get this very artistic 
shade of blue.

A FUNEREAL FEAST. 


The Grim Banqucit te Which an Under- 
taker Invited an Actor.

Mark Tapley, that mercurial creation of Dick- 
ens who was continually pining to be placed in 
the midst of such sombre surroundings where 
jollity would stand out in relief, would bave 
reveled in a little dinner given a day or twoago. 
The banquet was tendered by an undertaker to 
a coniedian—two men of strangely opposit vo- 
cations. The former ig David Schuyler, who 
lives at No. 0 North Sixth street, and is known 
to be peculiarly devoted to his trade. In fact, 
Mr. Schuyler carries bis devotion to a great-.ex- 
tremity. So enthusiastic is be in his business 
that be bas {furnished his house with certain pe- 
cullar emblems of his calling, and de de 
lights in offering his visitors cigars from a 
trick-box which-conceals a grinning skeleton 
that pops up with a weed in its grasp as soon as 
the lid is lifted. He has an album of obituary 
poetry clipped from newspapers every where, 
expressive of the bereavement of friends of de- 
purted persons, in language and metre of the 

most iugubrious description. 

The actor was Samuel Hemple, whose rotund 
figure ie a familiar one to lobal theatre patrons, 
Mr. Schuyler and Mr. Hemple bave been friends 
tor a great many years, and when the actor's 
thirty-second anniversary of bis début on the 
stan arrived, about two weeks ago, the under- 
taker was desirous of honoring the event by a 
dipoer to the comedian and a few mutual 
friends. Circumstances delayed the affair until 
a few days ago, when it was given, and will be 
long remembered by these in attendance as a 
most remarkable occasion. 

The invitauons were printed upon 
paper, and at the first sight of the skull 
crossed bones which headed them one might 
have mistaken the note for au official warning 
of the Ku-Kiux Kian. When Mr. Hempie ar- 
rived he was usbered into a darkened room, 
where only some wax tapers were burning. 

A table stood in the centre of the room, cov- 
ered by a handsome biack pall that reuched to 
the tioor aod gave it the appearance of a cata- 
faigque, Upon this the dinner was laid. The 
disbes were all appropriately arranged with 
Irthges of black and white tiseve puper around 
them. The chicken, as it lay in its dish upon its 
back, had a white choker, a black necktie, and 
a white dickey at its neck, made of the same 
material. The salt-celiars bad black caps and 
long trailing mourum bands tied. around them. 
The most unique arrangement upon the table 
was a silver toothpick holder, a small 
bearse with borses attached, driver upon the 
box, and doors to open at the rear end, where a 
miniature casket containing the picks was 
drawn fortb. mashed potatoes were dug 
out of a mound covered with roast potato jack- 
ets, which, with rigs of u planted here 
and there, looked like a sb burial lot, with 
t wooden tombstones standing upright 
upon it. 

The ice-cream was molded in the shape ofa 
coffin and the cuts of pie were made in a similar 
shape. The entire dinner was made as embie- 
matical of the undertaker's trade as taste and 
ingenuity could devise, and after the first sbud- 
der was past the guests enjoyed themseives in 
spite of the funereal surroundings, Mr. Schuyler 
heartily enjoyed the discomiitureof his guests 
as they entered the room and looked upon the 
singular sight and says the fun be derived from 
the affair amply compensated him for the 
trouble of preparing for it. 


Cremation in Japan. 

A young et-midshipman, with the Asiatic 
Squadron, writes from Yokohama as follows; 

“ We wandered up a narrow path between 
biack, barren-looking peake, about balf way up 
the mountain. Upon turniug a sharp corner we 
came into a gully between peaks, in the ceotre 
of which was a large square stene building witb a 
cupola. This was the crematory. Upon entermg 
we found a square room, with a ground floor, in 
the centre of which several brick frepiaces 
were built. These were formed by brick walls 
about three feet bigh and two feet apart. There 
are five of these firepiaces—two small ones on 
either side and a large one in the middie. When 
we arrived they were notburning any oue, much 
to our disgust after our long tramp. As we re- 
turned we met, at the bottom of the bill, a body 
bewg brougot. it was in a large box, like a 
sedan-chair,.carried by two coolies. The hearse (?) 
was profueely decorated with white, the mouru- 
ing color In this couatry. 

“There were two mouruers, one man and a 
child, dressed entirely in white. There were 
others in the procession, my at en. white tags 
and paper lanterus; also, an o riest, dressed 
in long, mud-cofred robes. We joined the pro- 
cession and followed into the temple. The body 
was set down in the centre of the temple, and 
the priest, after ringing a bell to call the atten- 
tio of the gods, began prayers, the principal 
parrof which seemed to expressive groans, 
During the service the mourner and the other 
members of the procession were chatting and 
laughing as if nothing was going on. The Japs 
do not believe in the immortality of the soul, but 
think a man goes from one life to another until 
he becomes good enough to be absorbed into the 


Mikado or Great God. 

After the services at, the temple the trim- 
mings were stripped off and the body wascarried 
up the bill. We followed, determined to see the 
end. The old sexton was ready and had wood 
laid across one of the replaces. The body was 
taken out, it having been encased in a cask 
about tbree feet ae the legs being doubled u 
along the body. This is the regular coffin u 
in this country, the graves being dug in a cylin- 
drical instead of a rectangular shape. In this 
case the coffin was iaid upon the wood 
and straw piled around it. The chief 
mourner then lighted the pile and ieft. 
1 sup you will think we should 4180 
bave left, but we did not. The straw soon 
biazed up and the w caught. In a few min- 
utes there was a loud ck like the report of a 
pistol. It was occasioned by the bursting of the 
hoops on the barrel. The harrei soon fell off, 
exposing the body,which straightened out. The 
sexton was very obliging and removed the 
straw, etc.. from the body so that we could see 
the whole operation. After the body bewan to 
burn itwasitsownfuel. Westaid tillit began 
to fall to pieces, when we left. After a y bas 
burned to asbes it can be claimed and buried by 
the friends; if not claimed the ashes are thrown 
out the back door, where there is a great accu- 
mulation of such remains of the dead.

The labor he gives in return for the above 
petty wage is great out of all proportion. Ais reg- 
ular hours of work are from 6a. m. to 6 p. m., a 
half- hour a allowed him for breakfast and a 
whole one for dinner. Unless his cottage chance 
to be close at hand ne does not go 
home for either meal, the time not permit- 
ting it. They are brought with dim in his little 
bag or pall,” and eaten by the ditch-side, 
even in winter; or t working about the farm- 
stead, tne repast will be made in the cart-sbed, 
bain, or other out-building. Asto his sitting 
down to a spread table inside the farmer's house, 
even the kitchen of it, that is an occurrence of 
the rarest, and cating at the farmer's own table 
a thing altogether unknown tob Pour is the 
fare ne subsists on, the very cOmmonest and 
cheapest to be procurred; at best only bread and 
boiled bacon, cold ef course. He deems bimeeif 
well off with this, and cannot always get it, 
often having to fall back upon a “ bioa 4 
(salt berring), eaten coid, too. But of all 
the commodities purchasabie by him, 
cheese is his chief staple and stand-by. 
It goes further for the amount of money 
expended, and many 1 farm-laborer, 
both for breakfast and dinner, has naught but 
this to “kitchen” his bread with. Tea he can 
only get on his return bume after his task is 
done, and of this be is fond, for, notwithstand- 
ing the tax on it, it is possibly the most econom- 
ical. and certainly the most luxurious, of his 
meals. 

True, in addition to his wages, he has a daily 
allowance of beer, or, in the apple-growing 
shires, of cider. But this counisfor nothing in 
the way of economy, and it is in truth ratner a 
loss than a gain to him, as it tends towards 
habits of dissipation. In hay-making and 
harvest time, if not under annual en- 
gagement, his o is somewbat better, as 
then he works y the “piece” or job. 
Mowi he uudertakes by the acre; two or 
more banding together to do the work. The 
terms are about $1 au act for cutting meadow 
gruss, and somewhat less for clover. This in- 
clades drink, which the scytne-men provide for 
themseives.

NEW WINDSOR.

New Winpsor, III., May 2%.—The sun is out

And there is proba- 
bly not more than enough in farmers’ bands, if 
it was ali fed, to make a reasonable supply of 
meats for the market. It is n firm belief that 
corn fed to cattle or hogs this summer will 
make from 10 to 20 cents per bushel more than 
it is now worth to sell to shippers. 


KANSAS AND NEBRASEA,. 
HIGHLY FAVORABLE REPORTS.

Reapewo, Pa., May 29.—The latest telegrams 
from the scene of the terrible church disaster in 
Eapbo Township, Lancaster County, state that 
six wen were fatally end forty-two seriously 
jujured. A large number of the brethren had 
assembied for the purpose of raising the frame- 
work Uf the Dunkard Meeting-House, as had 
previously been agrecd upon. The building was 
about ohe hundred feet loug by about eighty 
fect wide, and the timbers had all been cut out 
aud mide ready to put in their propor places in 
the building. Tho lower story and about one- 
paif of the second story dad ready 
been successfully put together, and between 
forty and Ofty persons were standing on some 

en the second story, on the unfinished 
part of the building, placing the rafters in vo- 
sition. There was a span of forty or üfty feet, 
and over this haf been stretched some girders, 
upon which these persons were standing. They 
worked without accident until between 9 and 10 
o'clock in the morning, when, without any warn- 
ing and with a loud crash,

carrying their living freight with them. The 
weight of the falling mass caused other parts of 
the building to topple over and fall on the 
struggling human beings below, and eye-wit- 
nesses Of the affair say it is almosta miracle 
that any of the meu escaped with their lives. 
The work of extricatmg the injured and dying 
from the heavy timbers has no parallel in the 
history of accidents in this State. Hundreds 
flocked to the scene, and, as quickly as the 
victims were taken out, they were carried toa 
scbool-house near by adjoining, where every 
couvenience the back § Village could afford 
was extended.

Among the New York telegrams published in 
the Sunday papers appeared the following: 

If the statement of some railroad men is true, 
the comumittee of General Passeuger Agents in 
session bere, represent ug trunk lines, have 
agreed on a most extraordinary report. It is 
said they recommend the abolition of the system 
of through trains between leading points and the 
West. requiring passengers to get out of the 
sleeping-cars iu the mvuraing at intermediate 
poiuts and transfer to day-cars. It is claimed 
that this is because the Erie Road, which has no 
through line to Ubicago, asks that roads hav 
such Unes, and runumg through trains, sha 
Charge a bigher rate than roads not having such 
facilities. y the stopp of thro@gh trains 
and going back to the obsolete system, ali temp- 
tation for discrimiuation in rates will be dove 
away with. J 

The foregoing is a little wide of the mark. 
From a Chicago General Passenger Agent who 
was present at the recent convention of General 
Managers and Passenger Agents in New York a 
TRIBUNE reporter gleuued the following: 

During the discussion as to bow the proposed 


pooling of passenger earuings could be carried 
outand how rates should be maintained on a 
uniform basis, Mr. Abbott, of the Erie, insisted 
that a differential rate should be aliowed to his 
road, because it did not enjoy as good facilities 
of through service as some of his competitors. 
The representatives of the Bee Line and other 
Southwestern roads ruvuing from Indiavapoiis 
and Columbus made similar claims, and in the 
neral course of the discussion other lines put 
E thelr pleas for ditferentiais. While the con- 
vention was in the main not unwilling to grant

It was argued 
that those wanting to enjoy the benefits and 
pleasures incidental to a through service of 
sleeping and parier cars could so arrange their 
business as to take the through trains only, and 
that for this service they would willingly pay at 
least a premium of $3.

The Chicago, Texas & Mexican Road. 
The possible future of the Chicago, Texas &

CARTER’S CRITICS. 

WHE BAPTISTS SAIL INTO THE MAYOR. 

The Baptist ministers took a tilt at Mayor 
Harrisou yesterday morning. After the reading 
ot a paper on “Home Heathen,” by the Rev. 
Duncan McGregor, the Rev. Mr. Burhoe took 
oceasion to refer to the Mayor’s attitude on the 
liquor question, characterizing bim as the worst 
man in the city today in his influence upon 
others. The Kev. Dr. Kennard said he shopia 
consider bimseif derelict in his duty and lack“ 
ing in self-respect if he did not take the ac- 
tion he now proposed to. With this as a preface, 
Dr. Kennard submitted the following resolu- 
tions, which were unanimously adopted: 

WuHeEreas, It has long been established, by an 
overwhelming * of facts, that the mapu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating drinks is the 
natural and actual source of a very large por- 
tion of the pauperism, violence, and crime that 
affect our community. 

WuHerReEASs, Carter H. Harrison, acting in his 
official capacity as Mayor of this city, has re- 
cently given public recognition, congratuladon, 
and patronage toa convention of manufactur- 
ers and dealers iu intoxicants, whose especial 
object was to organize opposition to the efforts 
of prohibition men to suppress said trafilic; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That the Mayor of Chicago has in 
this act prostituted bis official position, misrep- 
resented the sentiments of the best classes of 
our citizens, and practically given aid and com- 
fort to the propagation of social misery and im- 
morality. 

Resolved, That this conference, composed of 
representatives of a large element of our popu- 
lation, who seek the welfare and purity of the 
community, teel it in harmony with their posi- 
tion and duty to formally protest on the part of 
themselves and their coustituents against this 
utterance of the official bead of our City Gov- 
ernment, and repudiate his uct and sentiments 
asin no way representing a majority of the 
moral elements of our city pulation; and 
also to express our profound bumiliation that 
our City Government should thus be placed in 
the position of patronizing a trale which saps 
the foundation of its moral health and prosper- 
ity. 


FAST MAILS. 
THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL SUCCESSFUL IN 
HIS MISSION. 

Postmaster-General Howe yesterday helda 
consultation with General-Manager Hughitt of 
the Northwestern Railway, upon the subject of 
increasing the mail facilities over the trunk 
lines between New York and San Francisco. 
Col. Thompson, Superintendent of the Railway 
Mail-Service, accompanied the Postmaster- 
General, but owing to the fact that the annual 
meeting of the Northwestern Directory was in 
session yesterday nothing wa» accomplished. 

A reporter ascertained from Thompson 
last evening that, so far as the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific and che Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Roads are concerned, arrangements had 
been perfected to carry out the design of the 
Post-Office Department. The officials of the De- 

rtment have 80 afrahged matters with the 

zasteru roads that the rains will be put on as 
soon as desired. Col. Thom left for Wash- 
ington last evening and the Postmaster-General 
leaves this evening. The department requires 
an increase in the number of trains, 
and it will be stipulated that the time shall not 
exceed thirty-five miles per hour. The arrange- 
ments for the fast service have reached such a 
state as to guarantee its permanent success, and 
there no longer remains the least doubt that 
within a few months the business-men of New 
York, Chicago, and San Francisco will be in 
much closer relationship so far as their mail 
facilities are concerned.

The Boston Ideal company set the standard by 
which other performances of “ Patience” will 
be judged, and every company that has fol- 
lowed them bas added new emphasis to the su- 
periority of the Ideals’ version. It is true that 
the Boston Ideals is an exceptional orgapiza- 
tion, and that it is, perhaps, unfair to draw a 
comparison between their performance and that 
of other companies. But having once heard 
“Patience” perfectly sung, it is impossibie to 
avoid fixing that occasion as the measure by 
which others are to be weighed, and 
whether expressed or not the compar- 
son is uBavoidable and sure to be 
drawn. In the case of the Philadelphia Church 
Choir company, which made its first Western 
appearance af the Grand Opera- House last night 
before a very fair audience, the place and the 
personnel of the new organization render it 
practically impossible not to recall the many ex- 
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pany seen here and that of n it falls 0 
far short musically of that it is far 
superior both vocally and dramaticaliy to either 
the Haverly or the Ford companies’ versions. It 
jess in harmony with the English . 

conception as set forth in the Comly- Barton in- 
terpretation, and is not a mere burlesque, as in 
the Haverly comic opera company’s verform- 
ance. On the whole ft is perhaps on a par with 
the Meiville representation, balancing the points 
in which it is inferior to it as against those in 
which it excels. Making some allowance for a 
first night, the rendition was fairly satisfactory 
and no more.

The adjournment of Change over Monday as 
well as today was the signa! for a numerous 
gathering yesterday on the curbstones around 
the Chamber of Commerce. The warmer weather 
invited outdoor exercise of this kind, and also 
encouraged lower prices in grain, especially 
as the curbstone gathering is almost always 
bearish “ by a large majority.” The receipts of 
grain were so large (chiefly corn) as to lead 
some to infer that the market will be 
swamped on Wednesday by large offer- 
ings. There is no doubt an effort made 
to get in corn and oats this month to secure the 
May premium. But yesterday's showing was 
much larger than it would have been had it not 
been so wet last Saturday. A great many cars 
were held over, because the Inspectors could 
not work in the rain, and all this was inspected 
yesterday morning, besides the current arriv- 
als. ‘The receipts of today will probably be 
much less, and it will be found tomorrow that a 
large part of the arrivals bas come in to fill May 
sales and wili not be placed upon the market. 
Still the fact of fine weather was a bearish one. 
and a continuance of it would make sellers nu- 
merous, in view of the brighter prospects for 
the coming Harvest. 

The foliowing grain was inspected into store 
in this city yesterday morning: 17 cars No. 2 
red winter wheat, 2 cars low grade winter, 7 cars 
No. 2 spring, 16 cars No. 3 spring, 12 cars re- 
jected (4 wheat); 170 cars high mixed corn, 472 
cars and 20,500 bu No. 2,5 cars new high mixed, 
4 cars new mixed, 177 cars and 16,900 bu low 
grades (829 corn); 28 cars No. 2 white oats, lécars 
No. 2, 84 cars rejected (128 oats); 6 cars No. 2rye, 
1 car rejected (7 rye); 1 car No. 2 barley. 12 cars 
No. 3, 4 cars No. 4 (17 barley). Total (1035 cars), 
554,000 bu. Inspected out: 28,281 bu wheat, 150. 
234 bu corn, 577 bu oats, 1,505 bu rye, and 464 bu 
barley. 

There was more talk than trading in the crowd 
assembled in the alley, the events of the closing 
days of last week furnishing a variety of im- 
portant themes for discussion. Prices were 
generally easier, July wheat selling at 31.238 
1.28%, ruling at $1.23% at 1 o'clock. July corn 
ranged at 604% @00%c, with bone bid at 1 o'clock. 
The only trade in provisions noted was a sale of 
50,000 Ibs short ribs at $11.00 for July delivery. 

The movement in stapie and fancy dry goods 
continues very quiet, little being done beyond 
the execution of small orders for reassortment. 
There was continued steadiness. The millinery 
goods trade was fairiy active for the season 
despite the continued cold weather. Clothing 
was reported dull, and there was also a very 
light demand for boots and shoes. In the gro- 
cery market only moderate activity was ap- 
parent, but aside from sugars, which were easy, 
there were no sigus of weakness. Rice ad- 
vanced Ke, and coffees, teas, sirups, starch, and 
most other lines were firm. Dried fruits were 
generally firm, and prunes and raisins were 
higher. Fish were quoted as before. The new 
catch of lake fish is coming forward very spar- 
ingly, and the stock of oldis about exhausted, 
Butter remained firm. Cheese was weak. No 
changes were developed in the oil, leather, bag- 
ging, coal, and pig-iron markets. 

Broom-corn was quiet and unchanged. Eggs 
were steady at 18@18\c per doz. In green fruits 
strawberries were in light receipt and generaily 
of poor quality, selling at about faturday’s 
prices. Blackberries and cherries were selling 
respectively at $6.00 and $4.00 per case of 24 
boxes. Hides, grease, and tallow were quiet, 
without new feature. Potatoes were firm at 
Saturday's prices, though the receipts were lib- 
eral. Woolwas unchanged. 

There was a little movement in Hwpearian 
seed yesterday, and the prices paid — about 
50 higher. There was some inyuiry for clover. 
The New York Bullet tn notes 2,200 bags of clover 
exported from New York on Saturday, which 
shows more disposition on the other side to buy. 
Some purchases for export were made here last 
week.

THE COUNTY BOARD. 


Upset Prices of the Beform-School 
Lots — The Poor- House Hailroad— 
Down with the Telephones—Other 
Business. , 

The County Board met yesterday afternoon, 
all the members present except Commissioner 
Knopf. 

Commissioner Senne offered a resolution in 
regurd to the sale of the Reform-School proper- 
ty. fixing the upset price of the lots to be sold 
tomorrow afternoon at from $45 to $80 per front 
foot, according to their situation. 

C. W. Woodman, appointed a Justice of the 
Peace, tendered his resignation as County 
Prosecuting Attorney in the lower courts. 

The County Attorney was allowed $400 for 
fees for expert testimony in the Hinsdale- 
Doyle granit suit vs. the county, now pending in 
the United States Courts. 

TO JEFFERSON BY RAIL. 

The Committee on Roads and Bridges pre- 
seuted a report recommending that a contract 
be entered into with the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railway Company to run a track to the 
poor-farm from Mont Clare. The contract was 
read, the substance of which has already been 
printed in Tue TrRisune. The report was 
udopted, so that the county will at last get a 
railroad to ita poor- house aud insane asylum. 

Alfred Smith was elected the architect to 
superintend the repairson the Normal School 
building at a compensation of $125. 

The report of the Committee on Hospital, fix- 
ing the medical staff of the institution at seven- 
teen, was adopted. 

COOK’S INSANE. 

Com mission Ender, from a special commit- 
tee, made a report upon the number of persons 
now confined iu insane asylums whoare credited 
to Cook County. The total numberof insane 
persons in the State and county institutions is 
765, of whom 117 are cared for by their friends, 
to the extent of giving bonds, thirty-two are in- 
mates of the Cook County iustitution, and pay 
$i per week for clothing and medical attendance, 
and etiguty-uve are in the State iustitutions and 
pay only tor their clothing. The 765 are distrib- 
uted as follows: Cook Oounty Insane Asylum, 
43+; Elgin, where the county is allowed only 229, 
23+; Kankakee, ninety-two, only seventy-five of 
which ure allowed. There are 446 who should 
give bonds for maintenance, but who are now 
a charge upon the county. 

THE TELEPHONES MUST GO.

Jefferson. 

The Board of Trustees held a weekly session 
Saturday evening. It was mainiy taken upin 
discussion of the power of the board to relieve 
contractors for street work from what proved 
to be onerous contracts. On application of one 
contractor, who found the substratum of the 
village more unyielding than supposed, the 
board decided that a reletting of the work 
should be ordered on the verbal announcement 
of a. contractor that he could not carry out the 
work at the price named in the award. The 
trouble arises from the fact that through the 
determination of tiie board to drain the village 
depths of excavation have been reguired not 
known before. 

Seventeen applications for saloon licenses 
were received and granted, the same to be taken 
out within one month from date. Two thousand 
doliars in street work was ordered and awarded. 
A petition of citizens was received in relation 
to the Eliston road, leading from the city 
through the northwestern part of the county. 
The petition embodied a recital of the labors of 
the people through the courts to overthrow the 
system of toll roads so far as relates to the road in 
question; that the work had been accomplished 
of making the road à toll road through the 
voluntary aid of the citizens along the line, and 
in this way, accomplishing a work which the 
municipal authorities of Jefferson had hitherto 
contemplated at the cost of several thousand 
dollars by the purchase of the stock of the 
existing toll road. The petitioners ask that 
now the authorities of the Village of Jefferson 
take steps to put the road in condition for 
travel, and recommend that the county authori- 
ties be conferred with witha view to an equal 
distribution of the expense involved; and also 
that the property-owners along the line of the 
improvement sought for shall contribute their 
pro-rata sbare of such expense under a special 
assessment so far as their special interests are 
subserved. A committee of the board will pre- 
sent this to the County Board, and it is under- 
stood that numerous petitions from all parts of 
the northwestern portions of the county are al- 
ready presented to the County Board urging its 
coéperation in aid of the local municipal au- 
thorities in providing means of communication 
with the City of Chicago of such character and 
sufficiency as to meet the demands and require- 
ments of the vast and necessary travel to and 
from the city. 


Lake View. 

The residence of Mrs. Donaldson, on Sheffield 
avenue, near Wellington, was entered by burg- 
lars while the family were at church Sunday, 
and two rings, a watch, two revolvers, and other 
articles were stolen.

DIFFERENTIAL RATES. 


The Argument of the Toledo Commit- 
tee Betore the Trunk-Line Advisory 
Commission. 

The committee appointed by the Toledo Pro- 
duce Exchange to argue the matter of differen- 
tial rates of transportation before the Advisory 
Commission of the trunk-line railroads in April 
last has issued its report in pamphlet form. 
The argument is somewhat Toledoish in its 
tendency, as might have been expected, but is 
worth reading, as showing what can be said in 
favor of differential rates as well as cheap 
transportation. We ive the following extracts: 

Will an agreement between the railroad trunk 
lines for a uniform rate of freight to the 6ea- 
board produve the effect of concentrating the 
trade and commerce of the West in one direc- 
tion, and if so, will such concentration work ad- 
versely to Western interests? We offer our set- 
tled and positive conviction that such an agree- 
ment would undoubtedly exercise a strong ia- 
fluence in leading business to New York, and de- 
flecting from the other seaports. It what are 
calied the Southern lines of railway should agree 
to so unequal a proposition as to ignore their 
decreased distance from the West and charge to 
Philadelphia and Baltimore from and to the 
West a rate of freicut based upon and equal to 
a remunerative rate upon the longest line to the 
seaboard, undoubtediy it would give to New 
York a positive advantage. 

We are constrained to say New York did not 
dispiay that thoughtful enterprise and solici- 
tude for the interest of her Western patrons 
which would have prompted measures looking 
to the lowest possible terminal changes on West- 
ern products so generously poured in upon ber 
merchants. The New York committee .before 
referred to have at some length, and very trutb- 
fully, set forth the present facilities of their 
city and her reasonable terminal changes, but 
we beg to say that most of this preparation is of 
recent origin, and bas been stimulated, partiy at 
least, by the deflection of a portion of ber com- 
merce to Baltimore and Philadelphia. In jus- 
tice to this question of reduced terminal 
charges it may not be unimportant to observe 
that in the rail rate from the West to New York, 
at whatever it may be fixed by the combination, 
a charge of three ceuts per 100 pounds is added 
for this terminai expense. This three cents per 
100 pounds, or*one cent and eighty-one hun- 
dredtbhs of a cent per bushel on wheat, is first de- 
ducted from the gross rate, and the balance is 
prorated with the line of road transporting the 
grain. For exampie, if 2 cents per 100 pounds 
is the rate from Toledo to New York, the three 
r 100 pounds for the terminal charges is 
first deducted, and the remaining 17 cents 
is prorated. To the mind of the average lay- 
man in Saget d affairs it seems altagether more 
ciear that this three cents per 100 pounds isa 
terminal tax upon Western products than is the 
question of the disposition of the proceeds of it. 
Certainly it does not prove afree delivery. For 
twenty years after the commerce of New York 
with the West bad grown to be very great, ber 
terminal tax on Western products was at least 
three times as great as at present. 

The point has been made against the theory of 
differential rates to the Seaboard that from 
cities beyond Chicago, a distance corresponding 
to that — New York and Puiladeiphia, the 
same rares the seabvard have been main- 
tained for years as those from Chicago. We 
can find no logical force in the observation. The 
system of adjusting rates from Western poiuts 
is in many instances radically unjust and in- 
defensibie. it never was and never will be sat- 
istactory lie railway managers continue to 
disregard the claims of distanve and location as 
a basis for fair discrimination. If one or five 
bundred miles are ignored by them in fixing a 
basia for the rates to Eastern points, is it a good 
reason for committing the same injustice at the 
other end of the route? We disclaim ali inten- 
tion to speak unfairly of this great interest of 
the country, but its management at times is cer- 
tainly open to adverse criticism. 

Solicitude about dividends and the price at 
which freight may be profitably transported by 
rail have no bearing on the question. Railway 
managers find it difficult to determine even now 
the minimum rate at which freight of a general 
oha racter cau be traneported by rail, depending, 
as it does, upon the question of return freight 
and other considerations. Why bave the ral 
wav companies aiways insisted upon five cents 
per 100 pounds and ten cents per barrel on flour 
additional rate to Boston and Fortland over New 
York unless it was for additional distance? If a 
shorter route to the seaboard is offered to the 
trade of the West and at a fair pro rata freight 
of a longer distatice, it is entitled to all the ad- 
vantages offered by it, and ber people would 
most surely and heurtily disapprove of measures 
calculated to deprive her of its benefits. it 
is too late to attempt to concentrate 
this great traffic upon any given route. 
The water route by the Mississippi 
and New Orleans may soon become a rival of 
greatimportance. There are as many months 
in the year when it is a safe route for grain as 
there are months when grain can be moved by 
water on the lakes. Montreal, by way of the St. 
Lawrence, will soon otfer to contest, under re- 
newed and most favorabie auspices, for a larger 
portion of this commerce. The West is a vast 
empire, and upon her expanding productions no 
mind can fix a limit. But cheap production 
must be aided by cheap transportation. Every 
avenue to the seaboard, and to consumers 
abroad, must be open to her commerce under 
the most favorable conditions, and each of them 
may become enriched by it. The prosperity of the 
agricuiturai interest of the couatry, and through 
it the growth and wealth of all other interests, 
as well as the power and greatriess of the Na- 
tion, depend upon supplying the cheap products 
of the West with cheap transportation, based 
upon absolutely free and fair competition.

THE BURNT DISTRICT. 


An Official Trip Through the Region 
of Michigan That Was Swept by 
Fire.

Detrott Free Press. 

The exploration of the “burnt district” by 
the Governor of Michigan and the Relief Com- 
mission was accomplished last week. 

If Christian, in the “ Pilgrim's Progress.“ 
while stuck in the midstof the Siough of De- 
spond, had been surrounded by a roaring fire he 
would have been situated very much as hun- 
dreds of people found themselves in the 
“burnt district the first week of September, 
1881. To get them out of this slough, set them 
on their feet again, shelter, feed, and clothe 
them, and provide fvod for their surviving cat- 
tle, hurses, and sheep, has been the work laid 
out for and accomplished by the benevolent 
peopie of Christendom for the past six months. 
It has required an outlay of money and sup- 
plies valued at $1,250,000. To take account of 
the spring harvest from the winter's sowing 
of charity was the object of the commission’s 
last week's visit to the Counties of Huron and 
Sanilac. , 

Back of Minden some of the worst devastation 
occurred. The farms were under excellent cul- 
tivation, many of the buildings excellent, the 
orchards well advanced, many of the barns 
filled with crops, while fall-work had just be- 
gun. lu place of these evidences of cultivation, 
rude but comfortabie houses made of the rough 
lumber furnished by the Relief Commission 
early in the fall now dot the landscape. The 
country, so nearly stripped of trees, lies open to 
the eye as far as one can see. The skeletons of 
new barns, many of them of large size, are ris- 
ing in all directions, and the bluckened, fire- 
burned patches are broken by the brown and 
yellow patches of new-pilowed earth. In the 
swamps and along the roads, where the charred 
remains of forests lie stretcbed, and humped 
and ecrawny with overturned stumps, which 
project their long fangs imto the air, the set- 
tiers have been all winter hauling away the 
ragged remains of the fire, piling logs length- 
wise in fence fashion around their fieids, or 
dragging them to the hastiiy-built sawmilis and 
disposing of them for lumber... Much of the 
timber was charred siightiy, and a deep. un- 
touched heart has yielded some excellent lum- 


ber. 

The green wheat covers many a desolate 
with its brilliant verdure, as if it were a ba 
Held whose borrors had been thus buried under 
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a ritle-bullet, are and ted elds this 
ing. Those who bad lived there but a short 
me and had not accumulated 
machinery, implements, and stock, are, thanks 
to the benevolence os the people of the United 
States, better off than they were last fail. Their 
houses, furniture, and tools are, perhaps, better 
and more abundant than those they then pos- 
sessed, while of clear aud cultivated land they 
assess more than they did previous to the fire. 
Whose. however, to whom time, labor, and fru- 
gatiity bad brought their reward—posseasions, 
improvements, herds, implements, and fruit- 
trees—are far worse Off than they were. They 
lost more because they had more to iose. How- 
ever, many of these are doubtiess better off now 
than they were when they first set foot in thig 
territory. Some of them, who have been twice 
victimes to the fire naturally look upon life as a 
bard and fruitieds struggle, and but that they 
are confident that the territory cannot again be 
purged with fire they would give up in despair. 
Eveu for these it has its compensations because 
the fire has opened to settlement larxe tracts of 
valuable land, which will attract immigra- 
tion, and so enhance the general value 
of the region, in which all will 
share. Thus, the fmcreasd prosperity ten 
ears beuce may more than equal what it would 
ave been had not the fire removed so many ob- 
stacies to the immigrant- and added to the at- 
tractions of this part of the country. Portions 
of the soil are discovered to be of a very rich 
character—a gravelly loam, warm and dry. 
Yhrough this part of the country, twenty or 
thirty miles from the shore, the roads in dry 
weather are hard and excelient, and even in wet 
weather are very good, cut out and thrown up 
as they are from the gravelly soil, 

Throughout the whole of the burnt district 
there is plain evidence of the change which bas 
already been wrought and what has done it. 
Men and women in almost equal numbers, and 
even children under 10 years of age, were plow- 
ing, sowing, and barrowing. Women in bare 
feet stood ankle deep iu the water ciear- 
ing the land of the Gris left by the fire. 
piling it in heaps, and setting itabiaze. Horses 
and oxen were drawing the heavier timber 
from the blackened ground, and even in the rain 
the toilers continued their task, Some ot the 
schools were still in session, and healthy, well 
clad, thrifty children were Making their cheer- 
ful way homeward, with nosigns to indicate 
that scarcely six months since they were in chiid- 
ish terror fying for their lives froma fiery tor- 
nado. 

Butfor the unfavorable weather much more 
could have been seen and more ascertained in 
regard to the results of the prodigious work of 
benevolence which has saved this community 
from pauperism, but enough was disclosed to 
prove that. on the whole, the benevolence of the 
public has been judiciously disbursed and profit- 
ably distributed.

WAS HE MURDERED? 


This Is the Question Now Puzzling an 
Iowa Coroner in the Case of a Man 
Kun Over by the Cars.

DusvaveE, Ia., May 29.—A case that bears on 
the face of it foul murder is now puzzling the 
brains of the Coroner and his jurymen. Early 
this morning an engineer of an incoming train

light the form of a man lying on the track. Al- 

most before be could think the train was upon 
the motionless figure. Looking intently as the 

train approached, Bogineer Brewster was im-

The train passed over bim, 
and when stopped the remains were gathered up 
and brought to this city and pigced in 
the morgue. At the Coroner’s inquest enough 
evidence was given to warrant the suspicion of 
murder. and the Sheriff went down the road to 
investigate. One mile below where the body 
was picked up three tramps were run into, who 
admitted the dead man was their companion. 
Their clothes and several large plugs of tobacco 
were saturated with blood, and they were ar- 
rested and brought to this city. They were seen 
with the dead man last evening. The body 
found is that ofa man about 0 years old, and 
was tattoed in various poruons of the body with 
India ink. The head was cut off just above the 
mouth, and no features remained by which he 
could be identified. The arrested parties were 
tramps in the st stage of demoraiization, and 
were committed for examination. The arrested 
men gave their names as Frank Mitchell, Tim 
Clifford, and James Morris.

A RUFFIAN’S FATE. 


He Courted a Fight with a Peaceable 
Man and Was Killed by the Latter in 
Seil-Defense,

According to the story of a neighbor, they 
would shoot off guns under the windows, 
throw stones against the walls, and 
acyguit themselves of other similar actions, 
Merriam approached the house last night 
about 10 o'clock, banged at the door, and, when 
Jackson appeared, remarked in an insuiting 
tone: “Il understand you want to give mea 
good thrashing. Now is your time.“ Then, it is 
claimed, he drew something from bis pocket, 
whereupon Jackson covered him with a re- 
volver and fired. The ball took effect near me 
left nipple. Merriam ran a rod or two and fell 
dead. Jackson immediately gave bimseit up to 
the authorities, but the deed seems to be ap- 
proved rather than condemned by popular opia- 
ion.

Danger of Iignorance—Many Accide nts 
Which a Lide Knowledge Might 
Avert. 

Popular Science Monthly. 

One cannot judge from the brief accounts 
given Whatare the precise causes of such dis- 
usters, but there is reason to believe that iguor- 
unce is prolific; that many persons have only 
a Vague knowledge of the qualities of nitro- 
xiycerine, cauuot recognize it when they see it, 
aud are DOL acquainted with the various forms 
in which it is Compounded, or with the peculiar 
danwers of bandiing it carelesly. Nitro-glycer- 
ine itself isa dense, yeliowish liquid, but, in or- 
der to diminish the danger attending its use, tine 
earth, ground mica, sawdust, or some similar 
pow der is suturated with it, and thus the various 
Liasting-powders kuown as dynamite, mica pow- 
der, duulia, rend-rock, ete., are tormed. These 
compounds can be transported with compara- 
tive sufety. But the nitro-glycerine easily 
drains off from the powder and vozes trom any 
crevice in thé vessel in which the compound is 
kept. Drops ot it thus bedewing the edges of 
a box may easily be mistaken fur oil escaping, 
and if workmen iguoruntly endeavor to nail the 
box tighter or to open it for examination there 
will be a disustrous explosion. Several have oc- 
curred in past years in this way. The victims 
knew, no doubt, that nitro-glycerine (or the 
compounds) may be exploded vy a blow (contact 
with fire is not needful), but they did not sus- 
pect that the innocent-looking oil was nitro- 
giycerine. Why should pot youth be taught in 
the schools somewhat of the practical dangers 
of these substances which are coming into such 
common use? They would pursue the study 
with interest, especially if there were judicious 
experiments. A Missouri story is that a teacher 
contiscated a small metal box which a pupil was 
playing with in school hours, and, thinking it 
contained chewing-gum, tried to break it open 
with a hammer. it was a dynamite torpedo of 
the kind used on the railroad track as a danger 
signal, and large bits of it had to be cut out of 
the lady’s cheek. Would it not have been well 
if she had known somewhat of the aspect of tor- 
pedoes? Was it not more important to the jour- 
neyman plumber who threw the lighted match 
into the pan of camphene, mistaking it for wa- 
ter, by which the great printing establishment in 
Franklin Square was burnea some twenty-eigbt 
years ago, to know camphene by sight than to 
have memorized many of the matters promi- 
nent in a pubiic school course? Surely work- 
men, especially “raw hands,“ in establishments 
where these things sbould be system-
